Therefore, 
the program will consist of organizing for: (1) Mass 
non-violent education, (2) political registration and 
elections to send men to the House of Representatives 
and Senate of Alabama to represent Negro people, and

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“A. There should be a state-wide meeting of asenennd ins 


te discuss the issue of equal representation in govern- 
nent. 


In this meeting, 211 civil rights, civic, political 

and religicus organizations should organize and appoint 
or elect a steering committes that will try to be 
representative of the Negro people of Alabama. If there 
is not encug> representation at the first meeting, the 
steering comzittee should set up ancther meeting that 


will attempt to get as much representation ag rossible 
from every county in Alabemea. 


The steering committee should be people who are repre- . 
sentative of various crganizations end communities from 
across the state who along with the SCLC will work to: 
(1) initiate, (2) give direction and to (3) execute a 
program that will resove the barriers that ext mepetnd 
disfranchise Negro citizens of Alabamz. 


INITIATION OF PRCJECT ~ Selma - Because Selma is a symbol 
of lawleseness in the state and the capitol of the black 
belt, and also because Jim Clark, the sheriff, has forbidden 


people to hold meetings, Selma would be a very good place 
to start the project. 


We, the steering cornittee and SCLC, should have a mass 
meeting there to kick off a mass voter registration drive. 
We should put all our available staff in Dallas County to 
turn out large numbers cf pesple to register whenever the 
registraticn office is open. 


"A. If the people aren't properly and promptly registered, 
the steering comszittee should then request an audience 
with, and petition Governor Wallace, asking that 
barriers be reseved that tend to prevent people from 
freely registering and voting, and that the state use 
its powers to protect all of its citizens’ voting 
rights. The tests, poll taxes, and all other require- 
ments other than being 21 years of age, a resident of the 
state for one year and for three months in voting 
district. be eliminated, {%) ¢*at he atar* employing 
Negroes at all ievels in. the state gowordment, (3) that 
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State agents be put in counties where people are 
intimidated and some of these agents should be Negroes, 
(4) Deputy Regietrara (scree Negro) be put on where 
needed go that large nurmbers of people can be regis- 
tered. Community and night registration skould be 


started in order to serve working people who cannot 
miss work. 


If Wallace does not take prompt and decisive action 
that will protect the real interest of Negro people, 

the steering committee should then announce its pro- 
gram of freedom registration and .... freedom elections, 
and go forward to execute the progran. 


“"III.The communities that decide to participate in the co-ordinated 
state-wide program should each prepare their people in the 
four areas listed above: (1) mass non-violent education, 

(2) political organization from the precinct level up 
(3) conducting of freedom registration and elections, and 


(4) execution of a mass direct action progran. 


"A. Mass Nonviolent Education - We often use the word 
‘nonviolence’ to denote scmeone who does not hit back 
at a particular time. But rightly understood non- 
viclence ig a metho of conducting a struggle against 
evil without rescrting to evil practices. Thus, an 
educational program should be carried on in various 
communities to teach people the practical use of non- 
violence in social and pelitical struggle. The pro- 


gram should includé: workshops, mass meetings, film 
showing, etc. 


Political organization from the precinct level up - 

In order to conduct a maningful registration and 
election, people must be taught to work on the block 
and precinct level as well as on county, congressional 
district, and state level. Under the present conditions, 
people won't work because they are often rebuffed by 
the registrars and intimidated by officials, because 
it is virtually impossible to get large numbers of 
people registered and because they cannot now get 

into office people who represent their interests. 

But if pecple feel or know that their work is seeking 


to remove barriers, many people can be organized into 
functioning units. 
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We should try to get people registered under a s 


simple registration form that the steering committee 
feels is gufficient for making cne a voter. 


Pecple usually won't organize just for organization's 
sake, therefore, we should organize around the Freedom 
Registration and election, but once the barriers are 
removed, we would then have the organizational machinery 
to carry on effective voter registration drives through- 
out the state and to intelligently participate in the 
Republican and Democratic Parties. ; 


Conducting Freedom Registration and Elections - 
Because the state has done all within its power 

to disenfranchias Negro people, especially making 

it impossible for a substantial number to become 
registered voters, we should conduct freedom regis- 
tration in each county that has a Negro majority or 
where there are more than one representative serving 
in the state legislature. 


We should make sure that maty more people are regis- 


tered under our program than the total number of people 
now registered. 


We skould hold elections making sure that Negroes who 
run for representative who now serves from received. 
It might.be interesting to note that in all counties 
except Macon, Negroes registration is kept just below 
what it would take tc get a Negro elected to a re- 
sponsible position. (Details will be given orally 

on Jeffergeon County and one Negro majority county) 


Execution of action program - Once Negroes have asked 
the state to remove barriers that disenfranchise 
ther, and cence Negroes have gone through 8 process 
that bas allewed thes to geni men to Montgomery to 
represent them where policy is being made, if the state 
dces nothing to stcp its program of disenfranchisenent 
and will not seat the representatives elected by the 
freedom vote, Negroes must ba prepared to act to 
dramatize our plight as a group who has been disen- 
franchised and have no representation. It must be 
anticipated that when we challenge the seating of the 
officials in the legislature we may be refused. At 
this point wo will need a direct action program to
